Proposed fees spark debate

Fire chiefs believe fire dues proposed by 
Grant County Judge-Executive Darrell Link 
won’t solve their funding issues and will 
likely make the lack of funding more of an 
issue. 

Link introduced the possibility of fire 
dues at the last fiscal court meeting and a 
first reading is expected to 
be voted on during the 
April 16 meeting. 

The cost of the dues 
would be $25 for the first 
year with the fire chiefs 
setting the amount for their 
district after that. 

Residents then would 
have the option to opt out 
of paying the dues for a 
particular year or opt out 
permanently. 

The fiscal court current¬ 
ly provides $25,000 annually to each of the 
five fire departments — Dry Ridge, 
Williamstown, Crittenden, Corinth and 
Jonesville. 

If fire dues are passed by the court, Link 
said $25,000 will no longer be allocated from 
the general fund for each department. 

The chiefs say that the fire dues will not

provide sufficient funding and in some cases 
could lead to less money for departments. 

“It’s not going to fix the issues,” 
Williamstown Fire Chief Les Whalen said 
about Link’s proposal. “What he’s proposing 
is below what three of those departments are 
going to be able to survive on.” 

Corinth Fire Chief Lonnie Kuhn said his 
volunteer department already sends out about 
1,300 requests for fire dues of 
$40 per household. 

Of those, the department 
only receives about 300 back, 
which amounts to $11,000. 

“With the $25 fire dues, 
we’re going to be losing 
$6,500 a year,” Kuhn said. “I 
have expressed that concern 
to Judge Link. I really haven’t 
gotten a definite response 
from that.” 

“Immediately, it’s not 
going to be really bad,” Kuhn 
said. “But, if it continues with the $6,500 a 
year that’s going to be lost, over a time, it’s 
going to catch up to us. They’ve said that the 
first year would be at $25 and then it would 
be up to each individual fire chief to set their 
fire dues at what they want.

A revitalized downtown, beautification 
and tourism development are just three 
strategies the City of Williamstown may 
use as it looks to the future. 

The city recently held a community 
meeting at Williamstown High School out¬ 
lining a proposed master plan to shape the 
city’s development. 

That plan, along with a draft of a strate¬ 


gic plan for the city, was created by a vari¬ 
ety of public input and the help of the 
Kentucky League of Cities (KLC.) 

“The last thing we want to do is to try to 
tell a community what to do without your 
input,” said Tad Long, KLC community 
development advisor. “If it were not for 
that, we could not put a plan together that is 
workable in your community. Your plan 
would look like everybody else’s. We want 
a plan that works for Williamstown.” 

More than 80 residents met in 2011 to 


participate in a session providing input into 
the master plan. 

A planning team also met with more 
than 30 community leaders and 20 high 
school students to discuss needs and desires 
for the city’s future. 

Among the themes heard from the com¬ 
munity were the importance of downtown, 
improving local economy, commercial and 
tourism development, recreation and com¬ 
munity infrastructure.

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Quitting smoking has changed my life 


C igarettes were every¬ 
thing to me. I got up 
in the morning and 
had a cigarette with my cof¬ 
fee. At night, cigarettes 
helped me relax before bed. 
If I was happy, I smoked. If 
I was upset, I smoked. 
Cigarettes were always 
there. They were my best 
friend. 

On Oct.l, 2011, I ended 
my relationship with ciga¬ 
rettes, smoking my last one. 
I am proud to say that I’m a 
non-smoker and have been 
so for six months now. I’ve 
kicked a two-pack a day 
habit that I had maintained 
for 46 years. My journey 
began back in October 2009. 
My granddaughter Desiree 
asked me to quit. I’d prom¬ 
ised her that I’d quit for her 
birthday that year, and tried 
to wean myself by cutting 
the number of cigarettes that 
I had each day. It didn’t 
work. 

As Desiree’s 15th birth¬ 
day approach last fall, I 
made a commitment to 
myself to try again. I saw an 


ad in the newspaper for a 
free program called Cooper- 
Clayton and convinced my 
daughter Kristin, who also 
smoked, to enroll with me. 
In the back of 
my mind, I 
figured that 
Kristin would 
be the one to 
quit. In fact, 
the first night, 
we rated our 
confidence in 
our ability to 
quit on a 
scale of one 
to 10. I gave 
myself a -14. 

Six weeks 
into the 
13-week pro¬ 
gram, I had changed my 
score to a five and started to 
really believe I had a chance 
of successfully quitting. 

One part of Cooper- 
Clayton is nicotine replace¬ 
ment therapy. I used nicotine 
patches, which gradually 
step down the nicotine you 
receive until you are nico¬ 
tine free at the end of the 


program. 

What really gave me the 
strength to quit was the sup¬ 
port group aspect. The six of 
us in my class had such a 
sense of 
camaraderie. 
I felt that I 
was respon¬ 
sible to them 
because each 
was trying to 
quit just as 
hard as I 
was. 

We met 
o n 

Wednesday 
nights. Each 
week, I’d 
leave feeling 
rejuvenated 
to get through another week 
(and boy, were some of those 
weeks tough, like 
Thanksgiving... and the 
Christmas season). 

My classmates and I 
shared tips and tricks. For 
me, the hardest part of quit¬ 
ting was the oral fixation. I 
needed to have something 
going into my mouth. Pretzel 


rods were what got me 
through. 

Quitting smoking has 
changed my life. Once I 
realized that I could accom¬ 
plish something so hard, I 
found there were other things 
that I could do—like lose 
weight (12 pounds so far) 
and de-clutter my house. 

Several members of my 
family still smoke. I’m not 
big on harping on others to 
quit. I know that they know 
they’d be better off as non- 
smokers. 

What I can do is to be an 
example. I can show them 
how I’m able to do more 
things now that I’m a non- 
smoker. How I’m saving 
$240 a month that I had been 
spending on cigarettes. How 
I feel better. How I’ve made 
the commitment to be 
smoke-free.

Cedar-apple 
rust cycle begins 

P redictions for this season include a high 
incidence of both fire blight and cedar 
apple rust. The signs of fire blight 
(scorched-looking foliage and stem tips) are 
rather boring compared to the freaky looking 
appendages that “ripen” with cedar-apple rust. 
Get ready to start seeing large, orange gelatinous 
spore horns hanging from cedars like they are 
decorated with Japanese lanterns. They strike 
awe and dread from me because they are fabulous 
looking creations of nature but they also forewarn 
a rust problem in the orchard for next year. 

Dr. John Hartman of University of Kentucky 
explains the disease cycle: many rust diseases 
must have two specific hosts for the disease to 
complete the various stages of its life cycle. For 
example, the fungus that causes cedar-hawthorn 
rust needs a Juniperus species, like the eastern 
red cedar or an ornamental juniper to spend its 
parasitic stage of life.

Loathsome parasites 

During the parasitic stage of life, the fungal 
spores appear in the springtime as bright orange 
teliosporeson the diseased cedar. As these 
teliospores develop they are carried through the 
air to the next host plant. These other hosts must 
be roseaceous, like apples, hawthorns, crabapples 
or serviceberries. 

While on the second host plant, the rust 
disease continues to develop into the fruiting 
stage that then travels back to re-infect nearby 
cedars or junipers. Apparently after eighteen 
months in this stage the spores return in the 
second spring to start all 
over if the conditions are 
favorable. They were very 
favorable for cedar-apple 
rust in the last few weeks. 

All of the various rust 
diseases are caused by 
specific species of the 
fungus Gymnosporangium. 
The fungus must travel 
between a Juniperus 
species and some 
roseaceousplant; and back 
again. However, there are 
different types of rusts. 
Cedar-apple, caused by G. 
juniperus-virginianae, rust 
primarily infects the foliage 
of apples and crabapples. 
Yellow spots appear on the foliage in the spring, 
turning orange as the season progresses. Whitish, 
tubular spores will develop around these spots 
by summer. This seems to be the most 
distinguishable characteristic for diagnosis. 

Prone plants 

Cedar-hawthorn rust is caused by G. 
globosumand appears on hawthorns, apples, 
crabapples, pear, quince, service berry, and 
mountain ash. The appearance of this rust 
disease is similar to cedar-apple rust but the 
white, tubular spores are not present, just the 
leaf spots. Cedar-quince, caused by G. clavipes, 
rust proves to be the most damaging to plant 
material. The list of susceptible plants include 
those that have been mentioned above plus, 
quince, photinia, medlar, chokeberry and 
cotoneaster. The foliar spots are not apparent 
here rather the infection is manifested in the 
twigs and fruiting structures of the plant. Young 
twigs that become infected can die and repeated 
infection can cause the decline of the tree. 

According to University of Kentucky plant 
pathologists we will see few cases of cedar- 
hawthorn and cedar-quince because the telia (the 
orange, gelatinous horns) where finished 
producing once the rains hit; not so with cedar- 
apple, though. These diseases are difficult to 
control using fungicides because timing is 
critical. Dr. Hartman suggests that we grow 
disease resistant varieties of trees and that we 
remove any old, abandoned or worthless host 
trees.

“Crittenden Christian 
Church - a community of hope 
and healing,” are the words that 
adorn a banner at the front of 
the historical frame structure on 
U.S. 25 in the heart of 
Crittenden. 

That’s a mission the small 
congregation is focused on and 
could be the reason they’ve 
begun to experience growth and 
the need for more space. 

“By faith, this congregation 
stepped out and said let’s build,” 
said Pastor Jerry Zehr. 

On April 22, the congrega¬ 
tion will host an open house 
from 2 to 4 p.m. of their new 
kitchen and fellowship hall. 
They also re-surfaced and 
expanded their parking lot. 

The new 1,700 space also 
features new restrooms and a 
pastor’s office. Prior to the addi¬ 
tion, the church had only one 
small restroom located in the 
front of the sanctuary. 

The addition cost $260,000 
and Phil Dalton served as the 
general contractor. 

Zehr said the small church 
has grown from about 40 to an 
average of 75 for worship ser¬ 
vices and with those numbers 
came the need for more space. 

With this addition complete, 
work will begin soon on remod¬ 
eling the sanctuary, which fea¬ 
tures stained glass windows. 

“The people here are good 
people and the leadership are 
people with good hearts and 


that’s what they want to share 
with the community,” Zehr 
said. 

With more space, the church 
plans to do more outreach pro¬ 
grams in the near future, such as 
a free movie and spaghetti 
night. 

“In this economy, to provide 
a free meal to people who need 
it, that’s good for the commu¬ 
nity and good for the congrega¬ 
tion,” Zehr said. 

Crittenden Christian Church 
was established in 1826. Its 
original building was destroyed 
by fire. The current building 
was constmcted in the 1930s. 
Little changes had been made 


in the last 50 years. 

“We want this to be an invit¬ 
ing place where people want to 
come and worship,” Zehr said. 
“God’s message hasn’t changed 
but the delivery system has to.” 

Some renovations were 
begun a few years ago when the 
church purchased new padded 
pews and added a projection 
screen. 

Upcoming projects include 
replacing the existing lighting, 
new carpet and paint. 

Zehr previously served at 
Florence Christian Church, but 
felt led to the people at 
Crittenden Christian. 

“You don’t have to be in a 


large church to do big things 
for God,” Zehr said. “I came 
here because these are good 
people who were willing to 
grow and not settle for the 
status quo. They want to do 
something for God.” 

Zehr said the congrega¬ 
tion just wants the public to 
come and see their new 
improvements. 

“This has been a great 
experience and reinforces 
that you don’t have to be in a 
big church to move, but you 
do have to have people will¬ 
ing to commit themselves 
and have a heart for Christ,” 
he said.

“What we’ve tried to do is really take 
what the community has said they want¬ 
ed and use our professional expertise to 
show you what you can do,” said Steve 
Austin, vice president of community 
leadership and engagement at the 
Bluegrass Community Foundation in 
Lexington, which partners with KLC in 
community planning. “Everything comes 
from the community, which is what we 
think makes this a special and unique 
plan.” 

Some strategies include building a 
downtown visitor’s center, creating tour¬ 
ist attractions and organizing regular 
events. 

Austin presented a planning map that 
highlighted ways the city could improve 
its image through road improvements, 
landscaping changes, adding new signs, 
public art and creating trails. 

“We looked at it as if when you’re 
coming off the Interstate, it’s as if you’re 
coming into a state park,” he said. “It’s 
something that’s wonderfully unique 
from all the other interchanges through¬ 
out the United States. You can do that 
without sacrificing commercial develop¬ 
ment or the ability to get around.” 

The plan suggests that to make down¬ 
town succeed new mixed-use buildings 
and new gathering spacings should be 
added while improving the mix of retail 
offered. 

“There’s potential for the addition of 
an amphitheater in the east side of down¬ 
town,” Austin said. 

A community and farmer’s market 
could be located downtown and the 
William Arnold House could be relocated 
further south so it faces oncoming traffic 
into downtown Williamstown, said 
Austin. 

The relocation could create space for a 
multi-story building that could be used 
for new businesses or office space. 

The plan also features the possibility 
of creating a Barnes Road Med-Tech 
Corridor that could attract bio-medical, 
healthcare and technology companies. 

The area also could be used for senior 
living and an expanded NKU campus, as 
well as working toward gaining a campus 
for Gateway Community and Technical 
College. 

“There’s not many places left, if any, 
between Lexington and Cincinnati that 


can offer this kind of locational advan¬ 
tage that Williamstown has,” Austin 
said. 

Everyone will not agree with all the 
ideas in the plan and every idea will not 
be implemented, said Long. 

“But, the idea of this is to get the com¬ 
munity thinking together,” he said. “The 
most critical thing that happens next is 
how you react to what comes next.” 

After hearing the plan, one resident 
asked how it would change or be impact¬ 
ed by the future Ark Encounter coming to 
Williamstown. 

The plans are based on the needs of 
the city and not the needs of the Ark 
Encounter, said Long. 

“We hope that the Ark is the most suc¬ 
cessful thing ever to hit the state and that 
it brings prosperity to this community,” 
he said. “But, even if it doesn’t or it falls 
short, Williamstown needs to have a plan 
for its future. That’s what we focused 
on.” 

Another concerned citizen asked Long 
whether a proposed truck stop coming to 
the Barnes Road area was a good idea. 

Although he said that decision needed 
to be made by local elected officials, 
Long said it is important to not rush 
when deciding what is best for the city. 

“Your community is going to have 
some tremendous opportunities,” he said. 
“There is going to be a lot of pressure 
from now until that happens to make 
quick decisions. The appeal is going to 
be we’re bringing jobs, we’re going to 
develop land and we’re going to bring 
income into the community. That’s a hard 
thing to say no to. But, I think the com¬ 
munity needs to weigh the options of 
what the long-term impact is. That’s not 
to say we’re in favor of it or not.” 

The Williamstown City Council gave 
final approval of the master plan during 
its March 5 meeting. 

The city will begin setting priorities 
from the plan to complete in the short- 
and long-term, said Mayor Rick Skinner. 

“We won’t quit once we get the plan 
in place,” he said. “We’ll figure out ways 
to finance pieces of it until we get a 
whole picture of what we want to do. 
We’ll ask for input again about the key 
things you want us to start on and we’ll 
get ready to start.”

If it’s passed, there’s a pos¬ 
sibility of recouping and not 
losing money on the second 
year and further.” 

Kuhn said his biggest goal 
is to keep the department open 
to provide protection for the 
citizens of Corinth. 

Jonesville Volunteer Fire 
Department receives funding 
from the fiscal court of Grant 
and Owen counties. 

Three years ago, the Owen 
County Fiscal Court enacted a 
county-wide fire fee, which 
increased Jonesville’s revenue 
from $8,500 to $48,000. 

However, Chief Chase 
Duvall cautions that similar 
fire dues would likely not be 
as successful in Grant County. 

“I just think Grant County 
has too much incorporated 
areas for this type of ordinance 
to work as it’s being pro¬ 
posed,” he said. “Then you 
have the opt-out provision. 
Basically, I think the $25 is 
way too low. It just won’t 
work. It shows no potential 
growth for us. Crittenden has 
made it clear that it’s a step 
backward for them.” 

Duvall said Jonesville 
could see a 75-percent cut in 
its funding from Grant County 
if the fire dues are approved. 

“We’ve got a tanker pay¬ 
ment of roughly $17,000 a 
year that I’ve got to make for 
the next eight years,” he said. 
“It’s going to make things 
tight. We’ll still hopefully be 
able to continue getting our 
funding through our Owen 
County government that we 
operate out of.” 

Along with the fire dues, 
the fiscal court also will be 
discussing a second reading of 
an ambulance taxing district 
that would help create funding 
for more ambulance service 
throughout the county. 

If passed, each magistrate 
would choose a member with¬ 


in their district to be part of a 
newly created ambulance tax¬ 
ing district board. 

The board would have the 
responsibility to set the rate for 
the taxing district, but the ordi¬ 
nance states that the initial rate 
would be set at 1.5 cents per 
$100 assessed property or 
about $15 for a home valued at 
$100,000. 

The issue had been tabled 
by the court during its Dec. 5, 
2011, meeting, but it magis¬ 
trates Bobby Young and 
Richard Austin voted to bring 
the ordinance up for a vote 
April 16. 

Magistrate Brian Linder 
voted against bringing the 
issue off the table until more 
research could be completed. 

The Grant County Fire 
Chiefs’ Association, who 
believe the ambulance tax pro¬ 
posed by the fiscal court will 
not provide sufficient funding, 
has proposed an emergency 
services tax to help generate 
revenue for both fire and 
ambulance services. 

After initially proposing a 
tax rate of 11 cents per $100 
assessed value, the association 
has discussed dropping the 
rate to 6.5 to 7.5 cents, which 
would cost taxpayers $65 to 
$75 on a $100,000 home. 

The fire chiefs’ association 
is hoping to get its proposed 
emergency services taxing dis¬ 
trict on the November ballot. 

“Our recommendation is to 
let the people decide,” Whalen 
said. If you’re going to raise 
somebody’s taxes, let us talk 
to them, tell them what we’re 
doing and why we’re doing it. 
If there’s anything bad to be 
said, let the people tell us. 
They can vote it down. Just to 
say you are doing something 
just to do something is not 
necessarily the best fix.” 

Whalen described the 
emergency services tax as “a 
long-term fix” for depart¬ 
ments. 


The departments have been 
going door to door asking resi¬ 
dents to sign a petition to get 
the taxing district on the bal¬ 
lot. 

If the fiscal court does not 
permit the group to only col¬ 
lect 100 signatures, the asso¬ 
ciation would be required to 
get the petition signed by 25 
percent of the number of regis¬ 
tered voters in the taxing dis¬ 
trict who voted in the last four 
general elections. 

The estimated number of 
signatures needed would then 
increase to about 1,625. 

“From what I understand, 
Dry Ridge has already received 
50-plus signatures,” said 
Whalen, who added he was 
going to start soliciting signa¬ 
tures this week. “They haven’t 
had any doors slammed in 
their face.” 

Kuhn said there have only 
been a few people who did not 
sign because they wanted to 
talk to the magistrates first. 

“Right at the moment, we 
maybe have 19 signatures 
total,” he said. “But, the people 
we’ve talked to seem to be 
receptive to the idea.” 

Whalen is hopeful that the 
magistrates will decide April 
16 that they do not have to 
implement anything — fire 
dues or an ambulance tax — 
right away. 

“You’ve got a chance of 
those three smaller depart¬ 
ments going away,” he said. 
“Is that going to do a service to 
the community when you raise 
their insurance rates and put 
the public in jeopardy if we 
have longer response times 
coming from Williamstown 
and Dry Ridge because we are 
municipal departments that 
aren’t going to go away as eas¬ 
ily as some of the smaller vol¬ 
unteer departments. It’s a scary 
situation, but what (Link) is 
asking is for those departments 
to go backward instead of for¬ 
ward. It’s beyond me.”
